Keeping Up with Hunger 


— to an old story, a farmer once faced an invasion 


of rats. To save his grain he decided to bring in an 
army of cats to destroy the rats. The rats suffered but the 
cats increased. Then he found there was a profit in selling 
cat skins. To keep down the cat population he skinned the 
big ones and sold the fur. The cat flesh was eagerly seized 
by the rats and the rat population picked up. The rats were 
eaten by the cats, the cats were eaten by the rats, and both

A recent communication from three wise men, Bruce 
Barton, Will Clayton and Hugh Moore, recalls this story 
though the situation this time is plenty serious 

They are concerned with the cycle which is sending world 
population up and up, while thousands are dying of hunger 
There is a circle here. The new spirit of generosity in the 
world has resolved that the standard of living shall be im 
proved in all parts of the world, West and East. Now it 
happens that there are a great many hungry people in the 
Middle East and Far East. Hunger means that people die at 


an early age. These early deaths offset the birth rate so 


population has remained fairly static. But food and new 
medical techniques are conquering hunger and death. In 
creased vitality, brought about by food and modern medicine 
brings an increased birth rate. So food is still less than the 
demand 
Here are some figures on world population 
1920 1,810 million 
1940 2,013 million 
1940 2,250 million 
1950 2,504 million 
1954 2,652 million 
The United Nations estimate is that the world population 
is NOW increasing at the rate of forty million per year 
Each person adding to the world population needs a 
quantity of food. That means more areas for agriculture, more 
industry to produce clothing, and the mznufacturing of ad 
ditional equipment. It has been estimated that for each ad 
ditional person a capital investment of three hundred dollars 
is necessary. Take, as an example, India’s population which 
is increasing at the rate of five million per year. This means 
a needed capital investment of $1,500,000,000 to keep the 
standard of living just where it is 
Will hunger conquer the world or can the world conquet 
hunger? The war is on 
rhe signers of the letters preferred to believe that the time 
has come to introduce birth control information to the 
hungry populous areas of all parts of the world. They insist 
surveys have shown that such information will be welcomed 
by the masses burdened with many births. The men are gen 
erous in suggesting that religious groups opposed to any 
kind of birth control may be won to this program 
There are alternatives, of course. A devastating war could 
reduce the population; it would also reduce agricultural pro 
duction. Withdrawal of medical help to the living might 
help—but that is unthinkable. The continual production of 
babies who will die of hunger is a repulsive thought 
Perhaps these men are working toward the solution of 
this spiral which, unchecked, seems sure to add to the sun

aster and hopeless defeat! It was like some sweet

Have sufficient Bibles on Hand and ask 
the worshipers in a certain pew or row 
each to read one selection silently and 
those in another row read another selec 
tion. Ask them to see what new thought 
or facet of truth they can find in the 
familiar passage. After each has had time 
to read his passage carefully, ask those 
who saw something new in the passage to 
relate it. Again you will likely have an 
exciting experience in reading the word

Dramatic reading against a background 
of music is also effective if well done 
These are some suggestions for adding 
spice” to the Bible reading. Of course, 
other parts of the service need to be vital 
and sometimes varied, too 

Variety may be the “spice of life” but 
one cannot live on spice. We need meat 
That is to say, these techniques are to be 
used occasionally, interspersed with the 
more dignified reading by an individual 
or by the group responsively or in unison 
We must remember that life comes from 
the Spirit and not from mechanics, so let 
us undergird our services with prayer 
Mechanics are good only when directed 
by the Spirit of God

True, as in the case of the spiritual 
component or soul, the theologians are 
not going to think much of the kind of 
a God that parapsychology rationally con 
ceives. Again, he is more of a psychologi 
cal than a theological conception. The 
psychologists cannot describe him in any 
where nearly the detail that is a common 
place with the theologians. They do not 
speak of his will at all, let alone claim that 
they (and they alone) know what that 
will is. They do not prescribe any particu 
lar mode of worshiping him 

And yet this limited, psychological God 
that parapsychology postulates is the same 
God with whom theology is concerned 
The new evidence from the laboratories 
of parapsychology has the effect, not of 
discrediting, but of tremendously bolster 
ing the older evidence from theology, 
anthropology, philosophy, history, and the 
experience of men in every age from the 
beginning of time. “In the beginning, 
God" —these are still the most portentious 
words ever recorded. Parapsychology 
comes not to bury theology but to infuse 
it with new meaning and new authority 

(3) It means that the concept of an 
ideal society which Jesus called the king 
dom of God or the kingdom of heaven 
that “far-off, divine event towards which 
the whole creation moves”—that spiritual 
homeland where man’s true citizenship 
lies——is at least a speculative possibility 
Since the essence of the human mind or 
personality is non-physical, it is not too 
far-fetched to envision some sort of a 
non-physical system made up of such non 
physical minds or personalities, existing 
in some sort of an orderly relationship to 
one another. “The kingdom of God is 
within vou,” said Jesus. Perhaps it has 
been there all the time, in this spiritual 
component which links us with all the 
other spiritual components and, ultimately, 
with the supreme Spirit 

1) It means that man does have free 
will, that he is not the prisoner of his 
genes and glands. Parapsychology gives the 
lie to both religious and economic deter 
minism by freeing a vital part of the 
human personality from regulation by or 
dependence on any of the other parts. 

Just how much free will man may have 
the parapsychologists of course cannot say 
The phenomenon of precognition shows 
that there are some limitations on it. But 
the freedom ratio is certainly much larger 
than either the Calvinists or the Marxists 
will admit. And that biological deter 
minism called heredity is dealt a hard 
blow by the parapsychologists, for they 
are proving that the mind (orf soul, or 
psyche, or spiritual component) is free 
trom the physical law that governs the 
body. As the New Testament says, there 
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is a “truth that makes us free from 
the law of sin and death 
5) Ie throws new light on the reality 
yer (“the uprising of the mind « 
God,” according to Bellarmine May not 
the mind of man reach the mind of God 
through some form of telepathy’? May not 
telepathy, indeed, be the natural and in 
tended means of communication between 
our minds (or spirits) and the creator's 
mind (or Spirit)? We have seen how 
mind may reach out to mind in hypnosis 
and in various forms of healing; we have 
seen how the mind's eye may select a card 
from a deck of cards a hundred or even 
a thousand miles away. Is it so amazing 
then, to think that the mind that is capable 
of such feats is capable of uprising tel 
pathically towards the parent-mind from 
which it came? 

Particularly, parapsychology throws new 
light on the possibility of intercessory 
prayer. Many who would agree that per 
sonal, contemplative prayer was a pos 
sibility via telepathy would still insist that 
intercessory prayer would not de 
others any good unless they heard it o 
were apprised of it in some way. But 
psychokinesis shows us that the power of 
the mind can be consciously directed to 
wards certain physical ends, that there is 
a psychic energy which can be translated 
into kinetic, or physical, energy. Could 
this not mean that prayer for others, if 
strong and fervent enough, cou enefit 
them even though they did not realize that 
the prayers were being made? And could 
it not mean that mass prayers—for the 
nation, for the president, for those who are 
ill—could actually influence them through 
the translation of psychic energy into 
physical energy? 

The findings of parapsychology also 
underline the fact that receptivity is the 
key word in prayer. In the card tests for 
extrasensory perception at Duke and els 
where, those who had faith in the tests 
made much better scores than did the 
skeptics.

(4) How can the Easter fact and the 
love of Christ become a living power in 
our lives?

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WELLS ORGANIZATIONS CONCEPTS OF 
CHURCH FUND-RAISING AND GENEROUS FAMILY GIVING 


Church fund-raising can be fun. Most people greatly 
enjoy doing anything which they do well, working hard 
when success is possible, and learning how to overcome 
their chronic problems. 

There is ample proof that there is a positive “joy of 
generous giving” and that there is a strong negative 
reaction that accompanies token-giving habits. 

Extensive Wells research has indicated that families 
giving $1 or more per week for every $1,000 of their 
annual income can be considered as generous givers, while 
families giving less than $1 weekly for every $1,000 of 
annual income normally display the negative reactions of 
token givers. 

This criteria for better-than-token giving starts at only 
half the tithe. The positive reactions of givers increase as 
family pledging exceeds the tithe ($2 a week for every 
$1,000 of annua! income), and is even more evident in 
families which “double-tithe”. 

Families that have given themselves a fair chance to 
try out such generous habits of giving very seldom revert 
to a token giving level. 

The “need of the giver to give generously” is greater 
than the need of the church to receive — which can be 
proved by the following example: 


a. If a family were to increase its $1 a week giving 
habit to $5 a week, it would increase its church 
giving by more than $200 a year. 


This additional $200 would not make or break any 
church program, but such a 500% increase in weekly 
giving would make a very great difference in the 
spiritual interests and activities of such a family, 
and would transform the act of giving from a bur- 
den to a joy. 
Generous giving need not be considered as a financial 
burden to any church family as can be seen from the 
following example: 


a. Take for instance a church family with a $5,000 
annual income before taxes. By making better-than- 
token gifts of $5 per week, using numbered and 
dated weekly offering envelopes, it will be giving 
$250 annually. Subtract this giving from its net 
annual income and it will have $4,750 left over for 
taxes and family expenditures. However, such a 
generous habit of giving will help it spend the re- 
maining $4,750 less foolishly or questionably. It has 
been proved that generous giving habits encour- 
age better stewardship of all other family funds 
and, therefore, normally result in increased savings. 


A generous weekly gift from a church family should 
be looked upon as a weekly act of worship by all members 
of the family. This can be accomplished best by: 


a. First, signing a family pledge payable weekly for a 
generous dollar amount (not a percentage of in- 
come), and 


b. Second, using numbered and dated weekly offering 
envelopes regularly and systematically. 


Church fund-raising is not a dollar problem. Instead it 
is an organizational and educational challenge, because 
the families of any organized church are financially able 
to provide ample funds for their church and all its work. 


Organizationally: 

a. All the financial appeals of a church should be co- 
ordinated in a business-like planned-giving program 
that can be understood and anticipated by all the 
church families. 


A church canvass goal should be established at an 
amount which is representative of the spiritual 
needs of the church families to give generously, in- 
stead of being based only on the financial needs of 
the church. At first glance this might appear to 
indicate that a minimum financial goal is being sug- 
gested, while in fact a careful study of the giving 
potential of the church families will reveal that the 
strongest appeal and the largest possible goal will 
result from the use of this principle. 


The lay leaders of the church must be given the 
authority to plan the fund-raising program because 
of the necessity for them to assume responsibility 
for the canvassing activities. 


d. The pastor, as the spiritual leader, should work 

closely with the lay leaders because of the good in- 
fluence which strong spiritual motivations can have 
on giving habits, and in turn because of the good 
effect which increased giving habits can have on 
token spiritual interests. 
The canvass organization should be enlisted from 
the most influential and largest potential givers 
(inactive as well as active). This principle is based 
on the fact that “just as water does not run uphill” 
neither can smaller givers influence the larger 
potential givers to make really generous pledges. 


No church should be surprised by the negative resisting 
forces which normally must be overcome during the can- 
vass. In many churches these negatives can be recog- 
nized by: 


a. Attitudes of complacency and lethargy. 

b. The unwillingness of many church families to sac- 
rifice some old comfortable habits and traditions 
which have encouraged token giving. 

Instinctive desires to procrastinate and delay this 
type of positive program in the hope that it will be 
forgotten before it can be fully developed. 

Some emotional outbursts when the token givers 
find that they cannot successfully delay the program. 
Some organized opposition which may threaten to 
weaken the church (but instead will strengthen it). 
Strong pocketbook protection instincts which make 
it easy to enlist the resistance of other token givers. 
Special objections to any technique that will require 
the expenditure of any funds, even for additional 
sets of offering envelopes, church secretarial help, 
or church dinners. 

An unusually strong negative reaction to any sys- 
tem which does not keep all giving completely secret. 


Note: While it is agreed that it is better not to pub- 
lish any lists of gifts because most gifts are 
too small, it must be recognized that “witness- 
ing of generous pace-setting pledges” is a 
form of Christian witness which, from the be- 
ginning, has been a means of helping other 
people become better Christians. 


Resistances which can be brought together under 
the single title of “the high pressure tactics of the 
token givers”. 


Note: It must be recognized that token givers are 
usually unhappy and negative because they 
are worshipping their money more than God, 
and are actually breaking the First Command- 
ment. 


In conclusion: 


a. Every church needs to pay more attention to teach- 
ing their church families more generous habits of 
giving. 

Every church should be willing to try these concepts 
and methods before coming to the conclusion that 
they will not work. 

These plans and procedures have been the solution 
to many church financial and family spiritual prob- 
lems they are not easily installed — but the chris. 
tian way has never been the easy way. 

Every church family should be willing to give a fair 
trial to a plan of generous giving before it decides 
on what is the best way of life 

No church canvass can be successful unless it is 
approached with an abundance of “faith, prayer 
and love,” and the power of this love must be so 
strong that every one in the church continues to 
love all others for their weaknesses if not for their 
strengths. 
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
